MOB ATTACKS WASHERY. 


Proprietor Beaten and Schuylkill Val- 
ley Piant Closed.

TAMAQUA, Penn., April 25.—The first 
outbreak in the Schuylkill Valley since 
a suspension at the mines was declared 
came tu-day near Middleport. One hun- 
dred foreigners, armed with clubs and 
stones, marched on the Pinedale washery, 
routed the employes, and compelled the 
suspension of the plant. 

The washery, which is owned by W. 
H. Greenfield of Philadelphia, has an 
output of about 100 tons daily. Last Sun- 
day fifteen Italians were brought from 
Philadelphia to operate the washery. 
They started to work on Monday. Other 
foreigners then marched upon them and 
| persuaded eleven to return to their homes, 
When the mob reached the colliery to- 
day, Greenfield and W. H. Coglan of Phil- 
adelphia, with four Italians, had the plant 
in operation. Greenfield and Coglan went 
out to meet the mob, and both were set 
upon and badly beaten. Several shots 
came from the crowd. Greenfield retreat- 
ed to the washery and Coglan escaped. 
| Later in the day Greenfield appealed 
| over the telephone to Sheriff Whitaker for 
| protection, and the latter soon came with 
a force of deputies.

| WRECKERS USE DYNAMITE. 


Train Blown Up on the Lehigh Valley 
Near Wilkesbarre.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 25.—Us- 
ing dynamite,*train wreckers this morn- 
ing wrecked a train on the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad at a point five miles from 
this city, demolishing the locomotive and 
}three cars and injuring Engineer J. R. 
|Thomas, Fireman H. V. Brown, and 
| Brakeman Harry Croker of this city. 

The train was a fast freight between 
this city and New York, and was going 
up a heavy grade at the time of the cx- 
plosion. The engine was lifted from the 
tracks and thrown across them, the tend- 

jer was blown from it and hurled some 
distance away, rolling over an embank- 
| ment. Three freight cars, shattered by 
i the force of the explosion, followed It. 

A squad of the State Mounted Police 
and a force of Deputy Sheriffs responded 
to the call for aid, and searched tho 
woods for miles around, but without find- 
ing any trace of the train wreckers. 

The company officials are at a loss to 
explain the cause for the outrage. They 
say no coal has been hauled over the road 
for several days. 


CHALLENGED A SENATOR. 


Tilt Between Canal Witness and Sen- 
ator Tallaferro. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—E, A. Drake,

Later the witness telephoned to the 
committee that he meant to imply that 
on the stand he had not been permitted

CANALS AND EARTHQUAKES. 


|Expert Says Panama Lock Plan Is the 
Better in This Respect. 


CHICAGO, April 25.—Regarding the fear 
|expressed by some that earthquakes are 
; likely to damage the proposed Panama 
|} Canal, Isham Randolph, chief engineer of 
| the Chicago Drainage Canal and a mem- 
| ber of the United States Board of Engi- 
neers for the Panama Canal, says: 

“The destruction of San Francisco by 
an earthquake has been seized upon by 
|}alarmists as an argument against a lock 
| canal across the Isthmus of Panama. The 
|deduction drawn is that such an earth- 
quake would put the lock canal out of 
business by wrecking the locks and de- 
stroying the dams. 

‘“‘Should such a convulsion of nature 
visit the canal route, no doubt serious 
|}damage would result to either type of 
canal that might be adopted, but of the 
two types the sea level would be the worst 
sufferer.”

In a etatement issued to-day by Mr. 
Gregg he says that even if the bill is 
defeated this time, ite advocates feel that 
they have made certain gains which will 
aid in carrying out the anti-gambling 
crusade. 

“It is ridiculous to expect,” the state- 


ment continues, ‘‘that The Jockey Club 
will be able to prevent the poolrooms 
from obtaining racing news for any 
length of time. As soon as the Legisla- 
ture adjourns and the danger of passing 
the antl-gambling bill is over their zeal 
will evaporate. The fundamental wéak- 
hess of the law which makes poolrooms 
possible is the double penalty for gam- 
bling which the Cassidy-Lansing bill cor- 
rects. If August Belmont and his sup- 
porters are so anxious to suppress pool- 
rooms the best thing they can do is to 
stop opposing the law which makes it a 
felony on race tracks as well as élso- 
where. Once the law is made uniform 
gambling could be suppressed both on 
race tracks and in poolrooms. 

“It is now known that Dr. Slicer acted 
entirely on his own responsibility in en- 
tering into his notorious agreement with 
the Jockey Club.

Fat Contracts, Big Salaries Paid, and 
Ghampagne Provided.

CHICAGO, April 25.—Figures revealing 
extravagance, mismanagement, and ques- 
tionable methods, tinged with a deep 
shade of political influence, have resulted 
from the auditing of the books of the 
Canal Drainage Board for the last fif- 
teen years. A complete report was sub- 
mitted to the Trustees this afternoon by 
Stuart & Young, public accountants, 

Immense contracts have gone awry, 
double the agreed price has been paid in 
several instances, lavish salaries have 
been givén to special counsel and other 
employes who had the necessary “ pull,” 
and funds have been wasted in large sums 
for ‘‘ entertainments’ which included al- 
most in every instance dozens of bottle of 
champagne, ten-year-old whisky, and ex- 
pensive cigars. 

Vouchers without signatures and with- 
out bills attached have been found, sal- 
arles have been paid without receipts 
given in return, and funds have been 
} voted without recourse to the regular 
| channels of procedure, Thousands of dol- 
lars have been wasted each year for the 
amusement of the Trustees and their 
guests, and at the same time no éffort 
was made to collect vast sums due to 
the sanitary district. 

The books show no record of $500,000 
that is due from the City of Chicago, 
No comment is made upon the fact that 
there is over $1,000,000 of unpaid taxes, 
half of which is upon real estate. 


MOTHER KIDNAPS BOY. 


Takes George Cobiex In an Auto from 
Odd Fellows’ Home. 


George Cobiex, 9 years old, who was 
sent to the Odd Fellows’ Home, West- 
chester, several years ago by the then 
Judge Julius Mayer, was kidnapped from 
that institution yesterday by his mother, 
from whose care he had been taken by 
order of the court. 

Little is known of either parent of the 
little fellow. It is said that the mother 
is a French actress. She did not visit him 
at the home until two months ago, when 
she began to call to see him regularly, 
bringing him candy and other things that 
would delight’a child. 

Yesterday the mother called in an auto- 
mobile. She was unaccompanied save for 
the chauffeur. She asked the matron to 
let her take the boy for a run down the 
road, and the matron saw no harm in 
granting the request. As the child was 
starting out with his mother the matron 
bade them walt, until she could bring his 
jacket for him. 

When she returned to the door the car 
had gone and a dust cloud up the road 
told her that George Cobiex had been 
kidnapped. The case was reported to 
the Westchester police last night, and a 
general alarm has been sent out for the 
missing child. 


ROSALSKY. IS A JUDGE. 


Appointed by Gov. Higgins In Place of 
the Late Judge McMahon. 


ALBANY, N. Y,, April 25.—Gov. Higgins 
to-day sent to the Senate his appointment 
of Otto A, Rosalsky of New York City 
to be a Judge of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, New York City, in place of the late 
Judge Martin H. McMahon, 


Otto A. Rosalsky was born In New York 
in 1873, and is the youngest man to sit on 
ithe bench of the Court of General Sessions. 

He has always lived on the east side, and 

no one is more familiar with life in that 

quarter of New York City than he. He is 

a graduate of the School of Law of the 

University. of the City of New York and 

began practice in 1804, 

This is Judge Rosalsky's second appoint- 
ment to the General Sessions, he having 
been appointed to the vacancy that was 
made by the Tammany-Republican nomi- 
nation last Fall of Judge Newburger for 
the Supreme Bench, Judge Rosalsky was 
an Assistant District Attorney in 1896 and 
1897 under District Attorney W. M. K, 
Olcott, and was in charge of the prosecu- 
tion of Martin Thorne and Mrs. Nack for 
the murder of William Guldensuppe.

IN THE STRICKEN CITY 


The Weak Filed, the Strong Re- 
mained and Will Build Anew. 


IMPRESSIONS OF A NEWCOMER 


A Vision of Weeping Fugitives Re- 
placed by One of Brave Men 
Who Joke’ Away Distress. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

OAKLAND, April 25.—It was at Omaha 
that we who were passengers on the 
Overland Limited began to meet the refu- 
gees from San Francisco. Wretched, ter- 
ror-stricken, pitiful persons, they were. 
Children, with eyes still dilated with 
fright, clung to mothers with faces still 
blanched. 

If asked to tell of the destruction of the 
city they were unable to reply save by 
gestures and sobs. It was an indication, 


said my fellow-traveler, of the still more! 


terrible things to be seen when San Fran- 
clsco was reached. 

It was nothing or the kind. Arriving 
at Oakland at midnight, we saw a bright 
red glow across the bay which showed 
where the week before a great city had 
stood—a city now In ruins. In the rail- 
way station and the streets of Oakland 
soldiers were everywhere, and in.the 
square in front of the Oakland City Hall 
were many tents, but there was little 
other sign of the tragedy seven miles 
away. 

In the early morning I went to 
the City Hall to obtain from the State 
authorities a pass allowing me to enter 
San Francisco. I wag challenged three 
times by sentries, but each, on hearing 
my errand, cheerfully allowed me to go 
on, Inside, an official of the Governor’s 
staff made out a pass almost as soon as 
he learned what was wanted, and care- 
fully explained to me the best way of 
reaching San Francisco, adding that any- 
thing. further he could do for me he would 
be glad to do. 

On the way to the ferry I passed hun- 
dreds of refugees, some of whom had 
been sheltered during the night in tehte 
erected fn the open spaces of Oakland, 
while others had slept on the pavement 
with the steps of buildings for pillows. 
They. were reading newspapers, laughing 
and joking. Hardly one appeared wretched 
or even depresssd. 

On the way across the bay I had a 
splendid’ view of the ruined city. That, 
indedd,. was a terrible sight. From the 


water front, up the slopes of the steep 
hills, on whi¢h San Francisco {s built, as 
far as the eye could see was ruin—such 
ruln-as might be expected in London or 
New York should an immense fleet sys- 
tematically bombard its domes of ma- 
sonry. 

Standing with nothing but bare steel 
skeletons beneath, amid other buildings 
thrown to the ground like ninepins, were 
still others, blackened and crumbling. The 
streets were filled with débris piled as 
high as houses, Clouds of smoke were 
still rising from a dozen points. 

Towering above all like the Parthenon 
above Athens, was the great stone Fair- 
mount Hotel, apparently undamaged, but 
actually, as I learned on the ferryboat, 
swept by fire from basement to attic. 

On landing in san ¥rancisco I was for- 
tunate enough to obtain an automobile, 
and rode through the scene of desolation. 
It is appalling. 

Practically the entire city is gone. After 
@ mile or two the panorama of déstruc- 
tion becomes so monotonous that one 
turns for relief to look at the people in the 
Streets. That is a scene not depressing, 
but inspiring. 

The greater number are working, like 
ants after an ant hill hag been kicked 
away. Others are sitting beside what 
household goods they have been able to 
save. They were just as cheerful as the 
refugees in Oakland— 

{As I write this in a shop in Oakland at 
3:15 P. M., there has just been another 
earthquake shock. Every one in the shop 
rushed into the street, as did those in 
other buildings. The scare lasted only a 
moment, and the shock was very slight, 
but it was sufficiently alarming.) 

To return to the scene in San Francisco: 
The behavior of the people is absolutely 
heroic, All nationalities and classes are 
represented. 

At oné corner one sees a Japanese 
mother with her child, pretty as a picture 
by Hokusal; at another a group of Chi- 
nese discussing the situation with the 
calmness of Buddhas. 

What is the explanation of the differ- 
ence between the cheerfulness of these 
persons and the terror we saw on the 
faces of the refugees along the line? 

It is simply that the cowards have fled 
and the brave remain. and it is these 
who will make the new San Francisco.

Clark, which sailed from New York April 

| 48, for this port via Halifax, and left 
Halifax last Saturday night, has not 
yet arrived, although steamers which left 
the Nova Scotian port some time after the 
Rosalind have reached here, safely. 

It was reported the Rosalind was ashore 
near Cape Race, but this proved unfound- 
ed. It is feared the steamer is enmeshed 
in an ice floe and may meet with serious 
mighap. 


FALL KILLS BLIND WOMAN. 


Hanging by Her Toes, She Called Help 
Which Came Too Late. 


Mrs. Rachel Morris, 59 years old, who 
has been blind for five years, walked into 
the kitchen of her home on the fifth floor 
of the house at 23 Hast 100th Street yes- 
terday afternoon for a glass of water. A 
window was open and, stumbling, she fell 
through it. 

The women’s feet caught on the window 
ledge, and as she hung head downward 
she called for help. A gang of Italiah 
workers on a vacant lot near by heard 
her screams and started to run upstairs 
to assist her, but before they reached her 
her feet slipped and she fell to the pave- 
ment, a distance of nearly 100 feet. She 
was killed Instantly. 


WOMEN UPSET THE COMMONS,

LONDON, April 25.—Discussion of James 
Keir Hardie’s motion in favor of female 
suffrage led to & very unusual scene in 
the House of Commons to-night.

The Speaker immediately ordered 
the gallery cleared.

NEW CHICAGO TERMINAL. 


J. F. Wallace Lends Aid to Developing 
Freight Transfer Yards.

CHICAGO, Ill, April 25.—After allowing 
the Stickney freight transfer yards to 
lie idle for more than five years the rail- 
roads contemplate their use in the imme- 
diate future. The property comprises 
four sections of land. Over $5,000,000 has 
been expended there but the electric 
switching apparatus has never been used. 

Engineers were brought here to work 
on the scheme, and it is said that to plan 
a layout for the terminals and an entrance 
to them is the principal business that 
brought John F.. Wallace, formerly of the 
Panama Commission, to Chicago.

NEW EARTHQUAKE 
IN SAN FRANCISCO 


‘Much Alarm, But Little 
Damage Done. 


RELIEF FRAUDS STOPPED. 


A New System Ordered to 
Check Grabbing. 


TROUBLE OVER MILITIA 


(Governor Disregards Requests 
for Their Removal—Militia 
Ordered Disarmed— 
Many Stores Open. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.—An earthe 
quake shock at 3:15 o'clock this aiternoon 
toppled over several tottering walls and 
cracked chimneys left by the severe 
shock of last Wednesday and the fire 
that followed, and killed one woman in 
her home. 

The shock was not severe, but the partly 
wrecked condition of walls and chimneys 
resulted in the upsetting of some magon- 
ry. The shock was barely perceptible in 
Oakland and vicinity and was not felt far 
from San Francisco, according to reports 
received to-night. 

To-day’s quake caused excitement 
among many persons who have been 
wrought up to a high state of excite- 
ment by the awful happenings of the 
last week, but quiet and assurance were 
soon restored. 

This was a day of optimistic reports 
from all sides. ‘‘ Conditions improving” 
was the happy expression from those 
who have charge of the caring for their. 
less fortunate fellow-townsmen duritg 
the last few days. 

In fact, now that the most important 
duty will hereafter be performed by the 
United States Army, that of distributing 
the food and supplies, which have been 
given lavishly, the citizens of San Fran- 
cisco have turned their attention to de- 
tails of the reconstruction and of their 
business. 

Wholesale grabbing of supplies by ele 
ments of the people, while others are in 
want, has caused the military authorities 
to order a new system in the distribution 
of food. Beginning to-morrow kitchens 
and mess rooms will be established, where 
meals will be supplied to all who apply, 
but no food will be given out to be car- 
ried away. 

In.the distribution of clothing pre- 
cautions against fraud will be taken by 
squads detailed to visit each tent or 
{ shelter, list the occupants and tabulate 
their warts. Orders will be given out 
entitling the holders to the needed cloth- 
ing. bedding, or other stores. 

“The one perplexing problem that we 
now have to contend with is the preven- 
tion of unequal distribution of food,” sald 
Chief of Police Dinan to-day. “ Those 
of the worst element in the city, we 
find, are living better than they ever did 
in their lives, while the unfortunates who 
have never been accustomed to ask for 
ald are actually sufffering. We are doing 
ali in our power to relieve this condition, 
and hope in a few days to get rid of 
those who are taking everything in 
sight.” 


Stores Open; Government Prices, 


There was a resumption of business to 
an astonishing extent to-day, considering 
conditions throughout the residential 
quarter, Retail stores were instructed 
to regpen, and the Municipal Government 
has Fesdianed a scale of prices for the 
most Nmportant commodities, cutting even 

below those existing under normal con- 

ditions. 

Warning was given to retailers that any 
|effort on their part to charge exorbitant 
prices would result in summary action by 
the authorities. 

Street cars are promised for to-morrow 
morning and electric lights will be turned 
on to-morrow evening. The work of 
buiing and improving chimneys is pro- 
ceeding rapidly, but it will be some time 
before it is safe to allow fires. . 

The preparation of the morning and the 
evening meals, for San Francisco, as a@ 
rule, does not partake of more than that 
number at present, is a picturesque sight, 
In front of every house there is a small, 
improvised furnace or cook stove, on 
which the food is prepared. 

In some cases servants remained faith- 
ful to their employers, and to them the 
cooking is intrusted; but it is no unusual 
thing to see the wives of men who a few 
days ago were the possessors of fortunes 
stirring the porridge or manipulating 
bacon and eggs.

PLIGHT OF SANTA ROSA. 


Army Officer Tells of Conditions— 
Plenty of Ald at Hand. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Gen. Greely, 
in a dispatch received at the War Depart- 
ment to-day, reports on conditions in 
Santa Rosa. 

“Col. Pratt just returned from thorough 
inspection Santa Rosa,” he says. “‘ There 
are no homeless persons unprovided for. 
Provisions from outside sources leave no 
present need of rations. Santa Rosa is 
garrisoned by two companies of the Cali- 
fornia National Guard, and no additional 
troops are desired. 

“Sanitary conditions good, excellent 
order prevails, spirits of the people high, 
although about one hund®ed were killed 
and as many mcre injured. .The entire 
business part of the city is destroyed. 
Medical attention is ample, but certain 
medical supplies are necessary, which I 
have ordered forwarded to-day.” 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 25.—In a 
letter received here from a former Los 
Angeles man, tome details of the earth- 
quake damage at Santa Rosa are given. 
He says: : 

“This town ts in awful shape. There is 
not a single brick or stone building stand- 
ing, and scores of fine residences are in 
ruins. Fires broke out in the business 
district right after the shock, and burned 
dead and living alike. There were three 
big three-story hotels, but while all of 
them fell, only one took fire. 

“From the St. Rose they took out nine 
bodies to-day. They found a little girl in 
these ruins. She was unhurt, but very 
hun and thirsty, having been buried 
four days and nights. The timbers had 
lodged so that they protected her. Cases 
of this kind have been numerous.” 


SANTA ROSA, Cal., April 25.—An acci- 
dent caused by the recent earthquake re- 
sulted in the death of three men at the 
Great Eastern Quicksilver mine.

MME. EAMES’S STORY. 


She Is Now with Dr. Tevis—Expects | 


to Start East To-day. 


SAN JOSE, Cal., April 25.—Mme. Emma 
Eames of the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany, who was in San Francisco when the 
earthquake came, gave out an account 
to-day of her experiences. She is stay- 
ing at the country home of Dr. Tevis at 
Alma, resting, as she lost her voice by 
sleeping in the open and walking around 
San Francisco. 

She was in Dr, Tevis’s San Francisco 
house when the shock came. Mme. Hames 


spent Wednesday night at North Beach, | 
and on Thursday got to Oakland. In her| 


statement she says: 

“At about 5 o’olock Thursday after- 
noon we managed to secure an automo- 
bile and Dr. Tevis, Mr. Tetrigo, my maid, 
and myself, came up here, where we have 
been camping out. We found the care- 
takers in a state of terror on our arrival 
and the house demolised by the earth- 
quake. We had taken a ride in an auto- 
mobile of four hours and were glad to 
lie on a comfortable mattress in one of 
the cottages of his employes. 

“ At no time have we felt any fear, and 
the whole thing seems perfectly natural. 
When everybody is suffering from the 
Same cause one’s personal sensations are 
minimized. One feels very small. As I 
lay in my bed at the first shock I took 
mental notes, as I shall probably never 
see another earthquake, and I am not 
sure I want to. 

“I hope to leave on Thursday morning 
by the Overland Limited, arriving in New 
York Monday morning.” 


Justice Shaw’s Wife Safe. 

LOS ANGELES, April 25.—Justice 
Lucien Shaw, of the State Supreme Court 
learned to-day that his wife, whg-was re- 
ported among the missing, had been found 
at the Presidio in San Francisco, safe and 
well.

j Some of the Dispatches. 


Here are extracts from some of the dis- 
patches sent to Greely to-day: 

‘“‘ Department requests you to consider 
|}over again your request for not less than 
2,500 more troops.” 

“Wire minimum number of troops from 
outside your division that are absolutely 
essential.”’ 

“War Department is agreeable to any 
reasonable plans and requests of the prop- 
erly constituted authorities, but return to 
normal conditions should be as rapid as 
practicable.”’ 

“There is no law for such use of the 
army.” 

“The War Department deems it not 
only not desirable that all you do should 
be based on the desires of the civil au- 
thorities, but that you should, when prac- 
ticable, procure their requests in , writ- 
ing.” 

“Reference to your telegram of yester- 
day regarding 1,500 injured now in hos- 
| pital, Acting Secretary of War directs 
| you to telegraph at earliest practicable 
| date names of all injured ascertainable. 
| Report them, as far as practicable, under 
| Separate heads—‘ injured slightly,’ ‘in- 
| Jured severely, but not dangerously,’ and 
| ‘injured dangerously.’ 
| “Ts there not some civilian official in

Can’t Start a Bureau. 
All the dispatches are permeated with 


| Late this afternoon the General's reply 
to the telegram about the registration bu- 
reau was received. In about 500 words 
| he explains why he believes it is impos- 
sible for him to establish such a bureau. 
He says there are 300,000 homeless peo- 
ple; that in a city of half a million the 
entire business facilities have been de- 
stroyed except on one unimportant street; 
that men are beginning to quit relief and 
rescue work to look after their own fam- 
flies; that even ordinary current duties 
such as those of the Coroner’s office and 
registration of vital statistics connot be 
attended’ to, and that a registration bu- 
reau under such circumstances is impos- 
sible. 

He reminds the department that the 
city covers twenty-five square miles; that 
there are practically no telegraph lines, 
no telephone lines, no street cars, and 
that messengers have to be sent about the 
city on foot except in the rare cases 
where automobiles can be obtained. 

The comment about the department on 
the receipt of this telegram was that the 
General had been disconcerted by the fu- 
silade of dispatches he had received and 
felt the necessity of making a full de- 
fense—a curious situation when he has 
been there less than three days. 

The General recommends that people 
desirous of ascertaining the safety of 
friends and relatives write to The Exam- 
iner, Call, and Chronicle, which are do- 
ing the best they can with their limited 
facilities to register people. He announces 
that no doctors or nurses are needed. 


HARRIMAN KILLS A SCARE. 


Only an Hour Needed to Deny Report 
of Fresh Earthquakes. 


How closely in touch with his New York 
office E. H. Harriman is able to keep 
even from San Francisco was exemplified 
yesterday when an early edition of an 
afternoon paper came out with a “ scare”’ 
story of renewed earthquake shocks in 
California.

“*T, for one,’ he said, * will shoot the 
first man I see robbing, and at sight. I 
will shoot to kill, too.’ 

“Calling several of those under him, he 
issued orders straightway that no mercy 
be shown the marauders. As the men re- 
ceived these instructions they hurrahed.”’

MOUNT TACOMA ALL RIGHT. 


Dead as a Mummy, Says the Chamber 
of Commerce Out There. 


TACOMA, Washington, April 25.—This 
statement was given to The Associated 
Press to-day: 

“The widely published report that 
Mount Tacoma (Rainier) has been in 
eruption and the statement of Prof. 
Henny J. Cox, in charge of the United 
States Weather Bureau at Chicago, and 
of Dr. W. Holland of the Carnegie , In- 
stitute at Pittsburg, to the effect that 
the recent activity of Mount Tacoma, 
(Rainier,) near Tacoma, Washington, 
may have had something to do with the 
recent earthquake in San Francisco, calls 
for an emphatic dental. 

“Mount Tacoma is an extinct volcanic 
peak covered with snow and ice for 7,000 
feet from its summit, in many places 
hundreds of feet thick. It. was undoubt- 
edly an active volcano some millions of 
years ago, but has been as dead as an 
Egyptian mummy for thousands of years, 
if geological investigations and the con- 
clusions of scientists are reliable. The 
only thing that a human being has ever 
beheld resembling an eruption are clouds 
of snow driven at times by the wind ih

WASHINGTON, April 25.—There are 
indications about the Capitol of disap- 
proval of the whole-hearted and enthu- 
siastic manner in which the President is 
seizing every opportunity to do something 
more for the assistance of the victims of 
the San Francisco earthquake. His fourth 
special message on the subject was read 
in the Senate and House to-day. It called 
for another appropriation. It did not 
meet with the warm approval that other 
relief measures had brought out, 

Mr. Rooseveit’s message was sent in 
consequence of a telgram received from 
Mayor Schmitz saying that the truest 
charity will bo to give work to those who 
are willing to work. He asks for $350,000 
to be spent on improvements at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard and at Fort Mason. 
The improvements at Mare Island are 


chiefly in the steam engineering depart- 
ment, and are necessary. At I*‘ort Mason 
it is designed to replace the rented sup- 
ply warehouses with new buildings owned ; 
by the Government. The message fol- | 
ows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: I herewith inclose communi- 
cations from the Navy Department and 
the War Department in reference to com- 
munications from Mayor Schmitz of San 
Francisco and from other representatives 
of California. With a courage and self- 
reliance of which we cannot as Ameri- 
cans be sufficiently proud, the people of |

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SENTRIES DEAD ON POST. 


Tragedies Two Weeks Apart Puzzle 
| ‘Fort Hamilton Authorities. 


When the guard relief marched to Post 
8 {in the Fort Hamilton reservation yes- 
terday morning to relieve Private Al- 
fred Cargswell of the Coast Artillery, 
doing sentry duty, it found the soldier 
dead, a bullet wound in his head, and his 
arms on the ground beside him. 

On the morning of April 12, when the 
|relief marched to the same post at the 
; same time to relieve Private Julius von 
| Glahn, it found von Glahn dead, a bullet 
wound through his head. 

The post runs long the bluff overlook- 
ing Gravesend Bay and the tour of duty 
during which both tragedies took place 
begins at midnight and ends at 8 in the 
morning. It is distant from the barracks, 
and is one of the loneliest posts patrolled 
at night. Nothing was known of the 
death of either sentry until the relief dis- 
covered the bodies. No shots were heard. 


The death of von Glahn was supposed 
to be a suicide, and the affair ceased to 
become a topio of great interest among 
the artillerymen after the usual gossip of 
a love affair, and other theories based on 
a suicidal act had been discussed. 

The discovery of Cargswell’s body yes- 
terday morning on the same post and in 
the same manner caused Col. Grimes, the 
commanding officer, to put secret service 
men to work. Cargswell was married 
and no one could find a reason for his 
wanting to kill himself. A chamber of 
his revolver was empty. In the case of 
von Glahn there was found an exploded 
cartridge in his Krag Jorgensen. 

Among the artillery men there was 
much theorizing yesterday over the coin- 
cidence of the deaths of the two sentries, 
and suggestions that both had been picked 
off by some distant enemy and had fire 
their weapons in defense, and had not 
turned them on themselves. 

As the cases are in the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts no reports were made 
to the Brooklyn Coroner or to the police, 
and authentic details of the finding of 
the two bodies two weeks apart under 
similar circumstances are not easily ob- 
tainable. 

Despite the rumors of murder and the- 
orles advanced by the men on duty at the 
fort, no extra precaution was taken last 
night. The guards were not doubled, and 
a sentry was detailed to Post No. 8 at 
midnight just as if nothing had occurred 
there. 

It was impossible to reach Col. Grimes 
or any of the officers In charge last night.

ROGERS A GOOD PROPHET. 


Appropriation Bill Passes with $530,- 
000 Tacked On In Senate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 25.—The annual appro- 
priation bill was put through the Assem- 
bly to-day and now goes to the Governor. 
It will become a thirty-day bill, giving 
him that time in which to cut out such 
sums as he sees fit. The bill was tinkered 
with by the Senate Finance Committee, 
and to that tinkering Mr. Rogers of 
Broome called the attention of the House. 
In so doing he justified his charges of; 
March 1 that the bill did not mean a 
genuine reduction, but was planned for 
spectacular purposes. 

Rogers recalled that at that time he 
had declared the wholesale cuts could 
not be justified; that sooner or later most 
of the sums would have to be restored, 
and that the credit which the Higgins ad- 
ministration was attempting to take to 
itself would be shown to be without basis. 

The bill as passed to-day proved he was 
right. At the time the bill was brought 
forth by the Ways and Means Committee, 
Rogers déclared it would have to carry at 
least $450,000 more or there would be a 
deficit that would have to be made up 
sooner or later. The reformers laughed 
at the declaration. Rogers stood his 
ground. 

No less than $530,000 was added to the’ 
measure over and above the total shown 
when the bill left the Assembly on its 
way to the Upper House. Rogers's friends 
are jubilant and the Higgins leaders in

TO OVERAWE STRIKERS, 


| 45,000 Soldiers and Policemen | 


Mobilized in Paris. | 


READY FOR ANY EMERGENCY |

Danger of Labor Outbreak on May 1} 
Lessehed by the Precautions of 
the Government. 


PARIS, April 25.—The strike menace] 
| has noticeably lessened before the Gov- | 
jernment’s military and police prepara- 
tions to crush disorder. Public un tasli- 
; ness has been considerably relieved, but 
| alarmist reports continue to circulate 
| concerning what may happen on May 1. 

One report says that Spanish and Swiss 
janarchists have succeeded in bringing 
|forty bombs into Paris. The police are 
| exercising extreme vigilance, and are 
shadowing the chief agitators and watch- 
jing the centres of disorder. 

The elaborate military precautions in- 
| olude stationing 2,000 troops in the base- 
ment of the Grand Palace, where the 
National Art Salons ars being held. In- 
|fantry and oavairy are also strongly 
| posted at other important centres. 
| The Government appears to be fully 
aroused .to the necessity for adequate 
preparation. Frequent conferencés are 
being held between President Fallieres, 
Premier Sarrien, Interior Minister Clem- 
lenceau, and the military and police 
| Chiefs. M. Fallieres also received rep- 
| resentatives to-day of the iron, steel, 
mining, and spinning industries. 

The strikers already out are compara- | 


{tively quiet, because of the display of | 
troops and police. The places of busi- | 
ness of the manufacturing jewelers are 
heavily Feastes. 

About 1,000 book printers made a mani-

MONEY STAYS REVOLT 
IN RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


City to Give $250,000 to Idle, 
Men and Provide Work. |

DANGER NOT YET ENDED | 


General Distrust of Government Ex. | 
ists — New Constitution De- | 
nounced as a Mockery. | 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 25.—Thenks 
to the conciliatory attitude of the city 
representatives, the threat of a repetition | 
of the great labor demonstration and the} 
bloody events of “ Red Sunday,” Jan. 22, 
1905, has been obviated for the moment. 

The City Council to-night, efter listen- 
ing to heated speeches by orators of the 
workmen, and to the advice of Prof. Paul 
Milukoff, and othér constitutional demo- 
cratic leaders, decided to begin public 
works amounting to $1,500,000, and pend- 
ing their initiation to distribute $250,000 
among those out of work, the number of 
whom are actually destitute at present, 
according to labor representatives, is not 
over 20,000. 

A commission, of which one-half are 
workmen and one-half Aldermen, was | 
elected to plan the works and supervise 
the distribution of the money. Danger 
lurks in the fact that the improvements, 
which may be begun immediately, will em- 
ploy less than 3,000 men, and that it will 
take weeks and even months to complete 
plans for bridges and other important 
works, while the $250,000 to be distributed 
in advance will be quickly exhausted. The 
situation is especially threatening, as the 
measures of relief'are purely artificial. 
The army of the unemployed, because the 
factories are running on half force on ac- 
count of the lack of orders, is constantly 
increasing. 

It was a picturesque sight as the dele- 
gation of workmen, clad in their working 
garb and many showing poverty in their 
patched clothing and pinched faces, filed 
into the Council Chamber and took seats 
among the Aldermen, almost all of whom 
are representatives of the St. Petersburg 
plutocracy. The speeches of the members 
of the delegation were moderate in tone. 
They demanded only work and not char- 
ity. Some Socialist agitators who accom- 
panied the delegation in an advisory ca- 
pacity, however, were decidedly truculent. 

“We speak in the name of the great 
Russian proletariat, which headed the 
revolution,” said one, “Heed our de- 
mands and warning. If you refuse we 
will rank you with the enemies of the 
fatherland, and we will tfansmit your re- 
fusal to the proletariat, with whom you 
must reckon. 
upon your heads.” 

After the meeting a fanatic caused a 
scene by calling on the workmen to spurn 
assistance and to rise and strike down 
their oppressors, but he was hurried out 
of the room by his comrades. 

The publication here yesterday of the 
draft of the new “ Fundamental Law,” 
or ‘‘Constitution,” of Russia, aroused 
a storm of indignation, and amid the 
present general distrust of the Govern- 
ment’s motives has furnished just the 


stimulus needed to solidify the entire Op- 
position in Parliament. 

The Rech insists that with the realiza- 
tion of the new Russian loan and under 
the false conviction that the revolution 
is suppressed, ‘“‘the Government has not 
hesitated to again show the cloven hoof, 
not even masking its intention to dissolve 
Parliament if it is found to be trouble- 
some,"’ 

M. Brianchaninoff in The Slovo to-day 
calls the draft of the ‘‘ Fundament! Law ”’ 
a ‘“‘mockery which will be resented by 
every honest man, be he a member of the 
‘Blaok Hundred’ or a Social Revolu- 
tionist."”” He adds: 

“Such a mixture of Hes and false logic 
on the eve of the assembling of the real 
masters of the country can only tend to! 
push the people to a fresh revolution, | 
with its attendin 
The existing régime seems fated to go| 


| down in blood." 


A real dangerous element in the situa- 
tion, however, is not in the attitude of the | 
Liberals, but in the possibility of another | 
upheaval from below at the very moment | 
when the intellectual forces of the coun- | 
try had been united. For some time the | 
Social Democrats and other proletariat or- 
ganizations have been pal fe: to arrange 
a general uprising to coincid 
convocation of Parliament. 

There is a striking analogy between the 
methods now adopted by the workmen and 
those preceding ‘‘ Red Sunday,” Jan. 22, 
1906, and many people believe that they | 
see in the new organization the hand of | 
Gapon. All trace of the former priest | 
has been lost. The Holy Synod officially | 
denies that he is sequestered in a mon- | 
astery, and he may be the directin mind | 
behind the scenes of the drama which is 
being unfolded. 

It is significant that the head keeper | 
of the local prison has received a letter | 
signed by the Workmen’s aneee warning} 
him that the prisoners will be liberated | 
May 10, but saying that his life will be 
spared if he does not interfere. | 

The situation this afternoon was re-) 
garded as being so threatening that the 


' Prefect of Police tried to appease the. 


workmen by Issuing a proclamation no-! 
tifying them that the extensive work of! 
filling up the Catherine Canal would be | 
commenced promptly and that the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Town Council had 
decided to open a Labor Exchange. Con- | 
siderable excitement was manifested in| 
the suburbs. Infantry and Cossacks pa- | 
trolled the streets. 


KAZAN, Russia, April 25.—Reyolution- | 
ists last night stole two cannon from the

Saloon men who take the 
chance on Sunday will find that 
will be attacked from two sources, the 
State Excise Department and the city 
police. Last year the Excise Department 
sueceeded in collecting almost $200,000 in 
suits brought on excise bonds supplied 
by men who broke the law. This year 
it is believed that more than a million 
dollars may be collected in fines, as the 
State Excise Department has an army of 
Inspectors from out of town. 

Some of the Inspectors are Long Isl- 
and clam diggers, veritable countrymen, 
who are expected: to fool the bartenders 
of the city into mistaking them for harm- 
less farmers. The plan of the Excise 
is to send one of these In- 
spectors a saloon for evidence one 
Sunday and on the following Sunday send 
another Inspector to make the arrest. In 
this way the Excise Commissioner hopes 
to round up all the saloons that break 
the law. 

Having received a hint as to the method 
of obtaining evidence planned by the Ex- 
cise Commissioner, the surety companies 
have decided not to give bonds in cer- 
tain cases, placing on their blacklist the 
names of more than 500 saloon keepers 
who were known as “chance takers.” 
They have also raised the premium price 
of bonds, compelling keepers to 
pay more this year than last, the rates 
for furnishing a bond in Manhattan be- 
ing fixed at $40 instead of $20. The price

bonds in Queens County have been raised 
to $55, and for Coney Island to $100.

Low. He spoke upon the need of a spe- 
cial course for those who are to be Super- 
‘intendents of training schools. The 
Superintendents of such schools, he said, 
|; must be teachers as well as nurses, and 
they need both kinds of training. 


Miss Annie W. Goodrich of the New| 


| York Hospital, the President of the as- 
| Sociation, then made an address. She 
| Said in part: 

“We are indeed deeply appreciative of 
the need for varied training. We have 
to do with a great many classes of peo- 
ple. There is the college girl, often so 
full of theories that it is difficylt to 
teach her to be practical.~ There is the 
enthusiastic girl, who in spite of her en- 
thusiasm {s so deficient In early school- 
ing that it seems almost impossible to 


train her to be a nurse. Then there is 
the sentimental girl, and the religious— 
all with some special peculiarity to be 
considered. 

“So deeply do we feel the need of 
special training that [ think a good many 
of us have become convinced of the need 
of eliminating a great deal of the obliga- 
tory hospital service. The courses are 
overcrowded too much as things are. 
There are too many evening classes. A 
great many of us feel that in order to 
secure the best training our pupils should 
not have to do so much hospital work. 
|i do not pretned to say how this is to 
be brought about, but it seems to me that 
some time or other we shall have a great 
central schoo] in which our pupils shall 
|be trained for several hours every day 
jin the theory of their profession.” 





Effect of Rapid Transit Agreement— 
To Return McAdoo Consents. 


The agreement between the Public Ser- 
vice Corporation, the McAdoo tunnel ifn- 
terests, and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in the matter of rapid transit between 
Newark and Ne wYork has brought to 
an end the fight for terminal rights in 


| Hoboken betwee nthe McAdoo people and 


the Public Service Corporation, which 
has been in the courts for some time. 

The work of building the terminal sta- 
tion in Hoboken will be resumed at once, 
according to a statement given out yes- 
terday by President McAdoo of the tun- 
nel companies. Another result of the 
amicable settlement of the disputes will 
be the abandonment of the tunnel com-. 
panies’ scheme for a trolley system of its 
own through the streets of the Hudson 
County cities, 

Mr. McAdoo said yesterday that his 
company would return to property hold- 
ers from whom they had been obtained 
all the consents his street railway project 
had received. The consents were obtained 
on the condition that they were only for 
the use of the independent company. 


MAY RAISE $50,000,000. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Will Soon Need 
a Large Sum. 


"« Tne Pennsylvania Rallroad, as soon 
as money market conditions permit, will 
raise a substantial amount of money to 
provide for the cost of various improve- 
ments which the road has undertaken and 
probably to cover the Pennsylvania's 
share of the recent issue of $27,750,000 of 
3altimore & Ohfo common stock, This 
was admited yesterday by those in a 
position to speak authoritatively in such 
maters for the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
but it was said that any statement at 
this time in regard to the amount of this 
financing or the form of the securities 
to be issued was mere guesswork. — 
According to the specific reports circu- 
lated yesterday the Pennsylvania’s bor- 
rowings will amount to something be- 
tween $85,000,000 and $50,000,000 and will 
be arranged by an issue of short time 
notes. It has been announced by the 
Management of the road that the Direct- 
ors do not propose to {ssue any more 
stock or convertible bonds this year, and 
io this statement was attributed yester- 
day the assumption that the financing 
would take the form of short time notes. 
The Pennsylvania's share of the new 
issue of Baltimore & Ohio common stock 
will call for the payment of about $8,000,- 
000, and it is believed that provision for 
this sum wii be'made at the same time 
that the company’s improvement work is 
provided for. e 

It was suggested yesterday that the 
company might issue bonds rather than 
notes, but the present unfavorable posi- 
tion of the bond market is apparently a 
bar to the p@manent financing of im- 
provements at this time. 


BINGHAM NOT SATISFIED. 


Chinatown Gambling Ralds on Insuf- 
ficient Evidence Don’t Please Him. 


Commissioner Bingham declared yester- 
day that he was ‘not satisfied with the re- 
sults of the raids on gambling dens in 
Chinatown on Tuesday, after which ell 
the prisoners were discharged for lack cf 
evidence. 

“I wish we could do better,”’ he said, 
“but I would much rather get the big 
burglars, the pickpockets, and the thugs 
than the Chinatown gamblers. 

“TIT have received frequent complaints 
asking me to stop gambling in China- 
town. I believe the police should go 
about the collecting of evidence in a per- 
fectly legal manner. People are all the 
time taiking about poolrooms, poolrooms, 
poolrooms.

THREE AMERICANS’ WIN 
IN OLYMPIC CONTESTS: 


\Daniels Scores First Triumph nl 
100-Yard Swimming Race. 


NEW RECORD FOR SHERIDAN 


Ray C. Ewry Takes Standing Broad 
Jump—Four Qualify In Both 100 
and 800 Meter Races. 


ATHENS, April 25.—C. M. Daniels of the 
New York Athletic Club won the first 
American triumph in the Olympic games 
to-day, capturing the final heat of the 
100-yard swimming race over de Halmay, 
the great Austrian, by a yard after a 
pretty contest. Setting the pace from the 
start and swimming well within his 
strength, the wonderful American was 
never threatened apparently, keeping his | 
distance ahead of de Halmay all the way. 
The Austrian drew away with him from 
the remainder of the field, and finished 
well ahead of Healey, the Australian, 
who beat Darbyshire, the English crack, 
for third place. Otto Schwartz, the West- 
ern swimmer, was not placed. The time, 
1:13, might have been lessened by Daniels 
had he so desired. 

As the American crossed the finish line 
the Star-Spangled Banner was raised by | 
his enthusiastic countrymen, who cheered 
him to the echo. This ceremony was re- 
peated many times during the day when 
the preliminaries of the track and field 
events were started in the Stadium and 
American after American scored in the 
trial heats. It was well received by the 
big crowd that assembled to witness the 
contests. It joined in the cheering until 
every American victory became the signal 
for an ovation, 

There was nothing in the results of this 
the first day of the preliminary contests to 


lessen the confidence that has been the} ‘4 


distinguishing feature of the American | 
ever every other athletic camp here. The 
principal honors went to Martim J. Sher- 
idan of New York, who in the discus 
throwing made a new world’s record. The 
discus was thrown in the free style to 


which the Americans were accustomed, |. 


and Sheridan displayed great skill. His 
performances were consistently ggod, and 
the best registered 41-meters and 46 centi- 
meters, equal to.about 1388 feet., Second 
place went to Greece, Giorgantas, the na- 
tional champion) threwing 88 meters and 6 
centimeters, whilé Japviners of Finland 
was third, with 36 meters and 82 centi- 
meters. . 

Ray C. Ewry of the New York Athletic 
Club won the third American triumph 
with a jump of 8 meters and 39 centi- 
meters in the standing broad jump, equal 
to 11 feet 1% inches. There was none in 
his class in.the contest, M. J. Sheridan 
and Lawson Robertson, his team nee | 
teking second and third with 8 metres 
9% centimeters, and 8 meters 6 centi!- 
meters respectively. These victories, with | 
a succession of triumphs in the trials 
which qualified the men to race to-mor- 
row, were the sum of the American 
achievements. 

There were 68,000 people gathered in the 
Stadium in the afternoon for the track 
and field contests. King George attended, 
and with him Princes Constantine, 
George, and Nicholas. The King took a 
keen interest in the conduct of the games, 
and personally supervised most of the ar- 
rangements. The scene, with the vast 
crowd surrounding the inclosure, was a 
magnificent one, enhanced by the placiny 
on the rear tier of the great inclosure a 
solid phalanx of soldiers, girt in complete 
armor. From the shining breastplates 
and hemlets the sun was reflected in daz- 
zling splendor, lending a never-to-be-for- 
gotten color to the scene. 

The sprint races were among the first 
events contested, In these five of the 
heats were won by Americans. W. A. 
Schick, W. D. Eaton, Archie Hahn, Fay 
R. Moulton, and Lawson Robertson were 
the winners. Queyrouze was the only 
American unplaced of the entire lot of 
their sprinters. England, too, fared well, 
R. C. Reed, A. H. Healey, and S. Abra- 
hams all winning in their heats. The 
semi-finals reduced the number to com- 
pete in the finals to-morrow to six, and 
of these the Americans captured four 
places. They furnished winners for each 
of the three heats and one sccond man, 
while the Englishmen were retired in 
every case. Nigel Barker, the Australian, 


however, won a place, and is considered a 
very dangerous man, Lindberg was the 
other athlete to get a place. 

Archie Hahn of Milwaukee won the 
first heat in 112-5 seconds, with Lawson 
Robertson of New York Athletic Club 
second. W. D. Eaton of Cambridgeport had 
Barker for an opponent, and beat him to 
the tape in 113-5 seconds. Fay Moulton 
of Kansas City won the third heat tn the 
same time, with Lindberg second. The 
failure of Schick of Harvard to win a 
place was a big surprise, 

In the 800-meter race which followed as 
notable successes were won. Four men 
qualified in this event, the only one to fail

It 
is not considered that either Runge or 
Hellstrom will be in the race ‘to-morrow, 
but the two Englishmen are deemed very 
dangerous by the Americans, who, how- 
ever, are counting much on the wonder- 
ful form shown by Lightbody, their flax- 
en-haired runner. . 

The only reverses suffered by the Amer- 
{cans were in the five-mile race and in the 
pole vault. In the former their defeat 
was expected, none comparing with the 
great Englishman, Lieut. Hawtrey. He 
won easily in 26:11 4-5, with over a lap to 


e surprise of every one, was a Swede. 
His achievement was cheered to the echo. 

In the pole vault, however, the Ameri- 
cans hoped for success in spite of the fact 
that the world’s record holder, Gonder, 
the French vaulter, was a _ contestant. 
The champion won, though he was far 
below his capabilities. He cleared 3 me- 
ters and 50 centimeters, which is equal 
only to about 11 feet 5% inches. Sunder- 
strom, the Swede, was second. Glover,

MR. HARRY H. BENDER. 

The Court of Appeals has decided 
that Mr. Harry H. BENDER must sub- 
mit to an Investigation by the State 
Civil Service Commission as to charges 
|of violation of the civil service law 
in the matter of levying political as- 
sessments.

Approval of the Veto of the Coggeshall 
Bill. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


The meral sentiment of the State ought_/ 


to find fullest expression in support of 
the Governor’s veto of the Coggeshall 
to protect gambling on the face 
tracks. 

In a critical hour Edmund Burke called 
the attention of the people of England 
to the distinction between bribery of in- 
dividuals and “the equally degrading 
and infinitely more’ dangerous bribery of 
classes.” This bill, with its bold ef- 
frontery in contafMing and increasing the 
bribe of the rural voters by the distri- 
bution of some quarter of a million dol- 
lars among the county fairs, is that form 
of bribery at its lowest, as the Governor 
has pointed out. 

The iniquitous Percy-Gray bill allowing 
Zambling within the race track fences 
in the face of the constitutional prohi- 
bition was, as those who recall the cir- 
cumstances of its passing, as crooked 
a plece of legislation as the State bas 
seen, and an outrage upon the decent 
sentiment of the people. It made legal 
and gave the warrant of the State to 
an act on one side of a fence which the 
State in the most form&l way had made 
illegal on the other side of the fence and 
everywhere else on the ground of its Im- 
morality. We have borne the obloquy of 
it under the dominion of the magnates 
of the racing association for upward of 
a dozen years, and when there seemed 
to be a chance of repealing it the same 
influences have so far defeated the effort 
as to secure the substitution of this 
Coggeshall bribery bill, as it should be 


The Governor has boldly come to the 
rescue and in vigorous terms pointed out 
the fact that the toleration which the 
Perey-Gray iniquity has received is due 
in large measure to the pecullar kind 
of bribery carried on in connection 
with it. 

It may be too late to repeal the Percy- 
Gray bill at this session, and as the pa- 
pers say, The Jockey Club may be “ safe 
for a year,’ but the Governor has chal- 
lenged the attention of the State, and 
should receive prompt, unmistakable, 
and grateful support.

ALBANY, April 23.—About $4,000,000 of 
the money that comes in from mortgage 
taxation and other indirect revenue chan- 
nels may be used to build a State library 
that will compare favorably with the 
Library of Congress, 
| THe Senate Finance Committee to- 
|night voted to make a favorable report | 
/on Senator Raines's bill, which appropri- 
| ates $400,000 for a site for the library 
and which provides for the submission 
of plans for a building to cost $3,300,000. 
It will probably come up in the Senate | 
to-morrow. 
The bill calls for the appointment of a} 
commission to consist of the Governor, 
State Architect, Chancellor of the Re-| 
gents, the Commissioner of Education, 
and the Superintendent of Buildings to} 
select the site and arrange for the plans 
| for the building. Architects from all over 


the country are to be invited to compete. 

Twenty thousand dollars will be given in 
prizes to the first, second, and third 
choices made from among the plans. 

The idea is to have the State Library, 
the Department of Education, the Re- 
gents, the State Museum, and all the 
other educational bureaus of the State 
situated in this building. At present these 
different departments are scattered 
through the Capitol and in private build- 
ings outside.

Joseph Ramsey, Jr., formerly President 
of the Wabash Railroad Company, is 
engaged in another contest with the 
Goulds. Dispatches from Pittsburg an- 
nounced yesterday that the Gould end 
the Ramsey interests have come into con- 
flict at Wellington, Ohio, where Ramsey's 
road, the Lorain Southern, and the Gould 
road, the Lorain & West Virginia, are 
seeking the same right of way. 

The Williams farm at that place, ac- 
cording to the dispatches, has become 
the active scene of conflict. Both roads 
are attempting to establish their right 
to traverse the disputed ground, and as 
a result options on the property, con- 
demnation proceedings, and injunctions 
have followed each other in rapid suc- 
cession. The last move, an injunction 
proceeding, was taken by the Gould road. 
It is only a temporary stay, howaver, 
and, according to Western advicas, the 
Ramsey foroes have in no wise been 
daunted by it. 

Last Fall, when Mr. Ramsey failed 
of re-election as President of the Wabash, 
after a spirited contest between himeelf 
and George Gould for the proxies of the 
Wabash stockholders, it was said that 
the relations of the two men continued 
friendly, despite the efforts on the part 
of Mr. Ramsey to wrest control of the 
Wabash from the Gould interests. The 
announcement that Mr. Ramsey has 
again come in contact with the plans 
of the Gould roads suggested something 
quite different to Wall Street. 

The Lorain Southern, the nhew Ramsey 
venture, was organized early in March, 
to construct a line from Lorain on Lake 
Erie to the Ohio River, where it is to tap 
the Hocking coal fields and other coal 
lands along that river. Mr. Ramsey ob- 
tained control of the Industrial Railroad 
at Lorain, and included it in the Lorain 
Southern. 

Work on the first section of the road, 
from Lorain to Wellington, was begun 
last month and was to have been com- 
pleted by July 1. The contract for these 
twenty-five miles of line and for an ad- 
ditional thirty miles southward from 
Wellington was awarded to the Ohio Con- 
struction Company. 

‘An interesting fact In oonnection with 
the building of this line is that W. D. 
Holliday, formerly assistant general 
freight agent of the Wabash Railroad at 
Pittsburg, is President of the construc- 
tion company. Thus the promoter and 
builder of the new line are both former 
Wabash men. That they should so early 
in the development of their plans come 
into open conflict with the Gould intere 
ests serves to emphasize the severance 
of the relations between Mr. Ramsey and 
the Gould interests, 

The extension of the Gould lines toward 
the east has been marked by a long series 
of vexatious contests in the courts as 
well as by other forms of opposition in- 
spired by railroad interests which looked 
wit hiittle favor on the extension of the 
Gould system toward the Atlantic sea- 
board, 

That the present episode at Wellington 
is likely to be added to the list of those 
which have caused embarrassment to the 
roads that have come into conflict at one 


time or another during the course of the 
Gould invasion of the Hastern. railway 
field, is indicated by the account of the 
legal proceedings forwarded from Pitis- 
burg. Aso to these advices, the 
court before which the injunction pro- 
ceedings were brought has sere the 
opinion that the relations - 7 an 
Southern and the Lorain Vir- 
ginia have become so entangled. * at it 
will take months to unravel t egal net 
that has been woven around the two 
companies. 


NO RISE IN STEEL RAILS. 


Leading Companies Will Take 1907 
Orders at $28, 


The United States Steel Corporation, 
the Lackawanna Steel Company, and the 
Pennsylvania Steel Company announce 
that they will accept orders for steel 
rails for 1907 at the present price of $28 
a ton. The Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company recently increased its price for 
open hearth rails from $28 to $29, and 
it is said that the demand for rails is 
so large that the Steel Corporation and 
the other large producers could, if they 
desired, demand more than the presant 
price. They have, however, adopted the 
policy of maintaining the present sched- 


ule. This statement on the subject was 
made yesterday by BP. Gary, Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

“Phe subsidiary companies of the 
United States Steel Corporation have been 
considering the question of prices for 
standard rails for 1907. The orders al- 
ready booked are sufficient to keep the 
mills fully employed to the end of 1906 or 
later, and many of the railroad com- 
panies are desirous of placing orders for 
next year. 

“The demand is so great that it has 
been suggested that the price can be ad- 
vanced, and there are some good reasons 
in favor of an increase. Although it is 
believed the rails which are now being 
produced by the rail makers generally of 
this country are the best in the world, 
both as to composition and method of 
manufacture, still it is felt the price of 
$28 a ton is a fair price under existing 
conditions, and that is the price fixed 
for 1007 by the companies above re- 
ferred to."

Surveys Received by the Mayor. 


RESERVOIR SITE EXPLORED 


Many Miles of Aqueduct Lines Mapped 
—Only $229,271 Spent of $1,602,- 
000—Awaiting Approval 


Mayor McClellan has received from the | 
new Board of Water Supply its report 
for,the period between June 9, 1905, when 
it was organized, and April 9, 1908. The 
report is a voluminous document, signed 
by J. Fdward Simmons, Charles N. Chad- 
wick, and Charles A. Shaw as Commis- 
sioners. The progress of the board's pre- 
liminary work is reviewed in detail], after 
which the Commissioners outline the 


; present status of the work as follows: 


‘Many survey parties are busy slong 


; the lines of the Catskill aqueduct and in 


the basin of the great Ashokan Rescr- 
voir to be constructed on Esopus Creek, 
near Kingston. A force in the New York 
office is engaged upon the designs and 
upon procuring necessary equipment and 
men. 

“Test borings with both wash drills 
and diamond drills are in progress at 
many points, for in order to drive tun- 
nels and dig trenches for a great aque- 
duct and to build huge dams for the 
largest water supply reservoir yet under- 
taken it is quite as important to l:now 
about the rock and earth beneath the 
surface as to have surveys made of the 
topography. The principal points of in- 
vestigation are the site of the main dam 
for the Ashokan Reservoir and the cross- 
ing of the Hudson River for the Catskill 
aqueduct. These investigations are bet 
ing directed under the advice of two cf 
the foremost expert geologists of the coun- 
try. Many holes were sunk into the bed 
of the Hudson River by working from a 
lighter. Several diamond drill holes have 
been driven at the margin of the river 
to a depth of about 500 feet. There is 
much difference in the character of the 
rock on the opposite sides of the river, 
and complete information must ve had 
in order to design and construct the cross- 
ing safely and economically. 

‘““Many miles of aqueduct lines have 
been surveyed and mapped. Scores of 
test borings have been drilled. Many 
rain and stream gauges have been estab- 
lished. A laboratory for testing materials 
is being equipped. Available sand, gravel, 
stone, and cement for building aqueducts 
and dams are being prospected and test- 
ed. Samples of soil are being collected 
from the bottom of the, Ashokan Reservoir, 
and will be analyzed to determine the 
necessity for stripping the reservoir to 
remove organic matter in order to main- 
tain the excellent quality of the water 
to be stored in it. Many temporary field 
offices at convenient points have been 
leased, an designs for the necessary 
permanent offices are belfg studied. Tri- 
angulation stations for the survey of the 
reservoir site have been planted on the 
tops of the surrounding mountains, and 
good progress has been made on the 
survey. Much necessary information has 
been collected. Field and office methods 
have been systematized.

CITY TO SAVE $780,000 
ON LIGHTING CONTRACTS 


New Bids Are That Much Lower 
Than Last Year’s. 


MAYOR HAS APPROVED THEM 


Contracts All Ready and Will 
Signed This Week—Biggest Sav- 
ing in Electricity. 


Thete will be an annual saving of $780,- 
000 a year to the city under the new light- 
ing contracts, which have been approved 
by Mayor McClellan, Corporation Counsel 
Delany, and Commissioner Ellison of the 
Department of Water Supply, Gas and 
BHlectricity. These contracts will be signed 
before the current week is out. The sav- 
ing noted is in comparison with the figures 
obtained by Commissioner Oakley, which 
were the last submitted by the lighting 
companies until the present figures fur- 
nished by Commissioner Ellison. 

As a matter of fact, no bids were made 
for gas lighting, but the Stevens law 
fixes the maximum price that the gas 
companies may charge, and the bids made 
for the maintenance of the ges lamps 
plus the legal price for the gas that will 
be consumed, caloulated on the consump- 
tion under the last contracts made, shows 
the saving. 

After conferences with the Edison peo- 
ple and the Corporation Counsel, Com- 
missioner Ellison succeeded in getting the 
company to agree to count all the lamps 
in Manhattan and the Bronx together. 
The bids Were made at prices graded ac- 
cording to the number of lamps in use, 
but they were made separately for the 
different boroughs, and there was practi- 
cally no possibility of the minimum price 
being reached. 

For a 450-kilowatt temp the price bid was 
$100 per lamp for the first 5,000 or less, 
with a reduction to $80 per lamp when 
the number reached 15,000. The company 
now agrees to count the lamps in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx under one contract, 
The city now uses 4,650 such lamps and 
will pass the 5,000-mark before the end of 
the Summer. For all over 5,000 and less 
than 7,500 the price will be $95 & lamp a 
year. 

The greatest saving, however, is in the 
service of electric current. The new price 
is T% cents per kilowatt hour; the old price 
was 12 cents. For power the old price was 
10 cents, and the new price Is 6 cents, both 
showing a large reduction below the legal 
rate of 10 cents under the Stevens law. 

In Brooklyn, where lamps of 825 kilowatt 
are the rule, the price is $90 per lamp. 
The city agrees to the figures, but under 
advice from the Corporation Counsel will

SAVED H HIS LACES, WANTS PAY, | 


Mrs. Miledeberger Helped Her Uncle | 
Out of a Smuggling Scrape. 


The suit against Thomas Emberson, | 
who was indicted in 1899 for smuggling | 
laces into the United States, by which | 
Mrs, Emma L. Miledeberger, his niece, 
seeks to recover $5,000 for alleged ser- 
vices, was put on trial before Justice 
Davis in the Supreme Court yesterday. 

The plaintiff alleges that on April 4, 
1898, Emberson gave her power of attor- 
ney to take charge of his financial affairs. 
Soon aftér, she says, the defendant fled 
to Canada, because the Federal authori- 
ties were after him for smuggling fifty 
packages of laces into this country. These, 
she says, were seized, and later éighty- 
one similar packages were also taken by 
the Government. 

Emberson was subsequently indicted, 
she declares, and she had the indictment 
dismissed and got $90,000 worth of laces 
back by paying $12,000 duty to the Gov- 
ernment. She says that she also found 
customers for the laces. When Bmberson | 
returned he paid her only §600. The de- 
fendant says that amount was ample re- 
muneration for her services. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer testified that 
Mrs. Miledeberger’s services were worth 
more thap $5,000. He acted as counsel for 
Emberson while the charges of smuggling 
were pending.
